Proposed By-Law Amendments 


The following amendments to the by-laws of the National Utah 
Token Society were proposed in the November edition of the Token 
Hunter. They are referred to later in the newsletter as 
Amendment 1 (the first two double indented paragraphs), Amendment 
2 (the third double indented paragraph), and Amendment 3 (the 
last double indented paragraph). 


That the following paragraphs be added to Article I. 


Any person of good character, 18 years of age or more, 
who has bee a member of this society in good standing for at 
least one year, and subject to approval as described hereafter, 
may become a life member of his society. 


Upon completion of his term of office, past presidents 
shall receive the honorary title of life member. This shall be a 
membership in name only and such members shall be subject to the 
requirements of Article III of these by-laws. 


It has also been suggested that the following paragraph be 
added to Article III. 


Every member applying for life membership shall at the 
time of his application for life membership pay a one time fee 
equivalent to the amount of fifteen (15) times the current 
regular annual dues at the time of payment. 


It has also been suggested that the following paragraph be 
added to the By-laws. 


When the annual vote is taken for club officers, if all 
candidates are running unopposed, there will be no separate 
ballot (including return postage) sent with the newsletter. 
Rather, a ballot which can be clipped from the newsletter will be 
used for voting purposes.
